Rev. Rhonda Britton didn’t 
applaud or cheer in the pub¬ 
lic galleiy of Halifax’s council 
chambers as regional council 
voted to take the first step 
towards selhng St. Patrick’s- 
Alexandra school to Britton’s 
community organization. 

But the pastor of the Corn¬ 
wallis Street Baptist Church let 
out a jubilant whoop after leav¬ 
ing council chambers. 

“Amazing, amazing, amaz¬ 
ing. Never say die,” she said. 

Conn. Jennifer Watts made 
an impassioned plea to her col¬ 
leagues to defeat a staff recom¬ 
mendation to reject the bid for 
the shuttered school on Bruns¬ 
wick Street from the North

Association (NCCCA.) 

“This is the community 
that ... takes things that we 
don’t see as possible now and 
turns them into something 
that we stand and applaud,” 
she said. 

The NCCCA wants to turn 
the property into a commun¬ 
ity hub that would include a 
small business incubator, arts 
and cultural programming, 
and affordable housing. Tues¬ 
day’s debate, characterized 
at one point as a “hearts vs. 
minds” discussion, saw coun¬ 
cillors tom between the spirit 
of the community groups, and 
questions about their abihty to 
bring the buildings up to code 
and maintain them.

termined that the NCCCA 
submission has not outhned 
a viable proposal,” said Conn.

Brad Johns pointed 
out community ^oups have 
overcome financial hurdles 
to resurrect vacant schools 
before, citing the Sackville 
Heights Community Centre.

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Howe only met woman 
for sex, friend testifies 



Sexual assault trial. 

'No other reason’ local 
lawyer would want 
to see her, court hears

The friend of a Halifax-based 
lawyer charged with drug¬ 
ging and sexually assaulting 
a teenage woman in 2011 
told the court on Tuesday he 
believed the accused and the 
complainant had met up that 
night to have sex. 

“1 guess you could call it a 
hookup,” said Jeffeiy Brown, 
who took the stand on Tues¬ 
day for the trial’s seventh day. 

When asked what he 
meant by a hookup. Brown 
replied: “Sex.” 

“That’s what Lyle (Howe) 
wanted,” Brown said. “There’s 
no other reason he would 
want to meet a new girl.” 

Halifax defence lawyer 
Lyle Howe has pleaded not 
^ilty to sexual assault and 
issuing a stupefying agent. 

The court has heard that 
both Howe and Brown met 
the complainant at a local 
pub on March 20, 2011, after 
getting her number earlier 
that day from a co-worker at

the store where she worked. 

Earlier in the trial, the 
complainant testified she 
understood the meeting to be 
a date initiated by Brown and 
that Howe was only present 
as a “wingman.” 

The three wound up at 
the complainant’s apartment 
where, according to Brown, 
she and Howe had sex, using 


“more than one condom.” 

Brown said he did not 
have sex with the complain¬ 
ant, though he reported she 
told him while mostly naked 
in the doorway of her apart¬ 
ment unit, “1 don’t think it’s 
fair that 1 do stuff with (Howe) 
when 1 liked you first.” 

Brown testified he saw 
money on the complainant’s 


bedroom desk and waited 
until Howe left before steal¬ 
ing about $200. 

“At the time 1 thought it 
would benefit me to take the 
money,” he said. 

Brown pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced in December 
2013 for theft under $5,000. 
He also faced the same char¬ 
ges as Howe, but they were 


later stayed by the Crown. 

The complainant — now 
22 and whose name is pro¬ 
tected under a publication 
ban — said she woke up the 
morning after, naked and dis¬ 
oriented on her roommate’s 
floor, with condoms strewn 
about the apartment and 
feeling sore in her anus and 
vagina.

Although Bruce Muir doesn’t 
hve the same slum situation 
described by many people out¬ 
side Halifax City Hall on Tues¬ 
day, he said it’s important for 
eveiyone to push for landlord 
hcensing because a good soci¬ 
ety cares about eveiybody in 
the community, and “not just 
the people who can afford it.” 

About a dozen people hold¬ 
ing rubber spiders and signs 
painted with rats or broken toi¬ 
lets attended a rally hosted by 
the local ACORN chapter (the 
Association of Community Or¬ 
ganizations for Reform Now), 
to draw attention to slum land¬ 
lords who aren’t being held ac- 
coimtable in the current com¬ 
plaint-based system.

“We should make sure that 
people can hve in housing 
that’s safe and healthy,” said 
Muir after the protest. 

Scott Domenie, co-chair of 
ACORN, said those with a low 
income are especiaUy vulner¬ 
able because they don’t have 
funds to move away from a bad 
situation. 

He said Halifax regional 
coimcil should introduce land¬ 
lord hcences, which would 
cost landlords $30 a year and 
be awarded if their properties 
passed a mandatory yearly in¬ 
spection. 

If a landlord failed an inspec¬ 
tion due to mould, leaky pipes, 
or other factors that break the 


standards of the M-lOO residen¬ 
tial occupancies bylaw, Domen¬ 
ie said they would be fined 
$ 100 , 000 . 

The yearly fees would go to¬ 
wards hiring more inspectors, 
he said, adding Toronto and 
Vancouver have similar pro¬ 
grams. 

Catherine, who preferred 
not to give her last name, spoke 
to the crowd about how the 
heat in her apartment doesn’t 
work. Last winter, she said her 
home was so cold she had to 
stay with friends for a few days. 

Devon Berquist has found 
asbestos in her building in the 
past, and said a hcence system 
is important because “it should 
be imderstood that you’re 
not moving into a rat-infested 
apartment.” 

She said tenants would no 
longer have to wony about 
their rent going up, or other 
retahation from the landlord if 
they filed a complaint. 

“Whether legal or not, it’s 
a veiy real fear for a lot of ten¬ 
ants,” Berquist said. 



Experts to work on alcohol policy consultation 



Regional council has ap¬ 
proved the creation of a ref¬ 
erence group to inform the 
public consultation process 
on a municipal alcohol policy. 

Councillors rejected a con¬ 
sultation process proposed 
by staff, which would have 
started with telephone sur¬ 
veys and then proceeded to a 
“more detailed engagement” 
with the community. 

Several councillors ex¬ 
pressed concern over initiat¬ 
ing the process with a tele¬ 
phone survey rather than 


in-person consultation. 

At Coun. Jennifer Watts’ 
urging, council defeated that 
proposal and adopted her 
motion to create a group 
comprised of police, academ¬ 
ics, Capital Health and other 
health promotion staff and 
industiy representatives. 

That group will work with 
city staff to identify the issues 
that need focus and clarity, 
and determine the best ap¬ 
proach to public consulta¬ 
tion.

City councillors 
applaud, endorse 
review on crime 


Data. Report suggests 
some violent 
offences have fallen 
significantly 


Halifax regional councillors 
have endorsed the review of a 
2008 report on violent crime 
and public safety, which the 
mayor emphasized was not a 
report on the police. 

“This ... affects housing, it 
affects how we do recreation, 
it affects how we do finance, 
it affects schools,” said Mayor 
Mike Savage during the com¬ 
mittee of the whole discussion 
Tuesday. 

Dalhousie University crim¬ 
inologist Don Clairmont, 
along with a team of associ¬ 
ates, compiled the report over 
the last year. 

It reviews the findings of a 
2008 task force report estab- 
hshed by former Mayor Peter 
Kelly in response to a rash of 
youth and gang violence. 

Clairmont said violence 
and property crime has fallen 
by 50 per cent since then, but 


At a glance 


Some recommendations of 
the Clairmont report: 


• Establish a domestic 
violence and a drug 
treatment court. 


• “Discuss and strat- 
egize” the implica¬ 
tions of new federal 
regulations around the 
sex trade, particularly 
municipal issues of 
zoning, housing regula¬ 
tions, and escort-servi¬ 
ces licensing. 


• A “holistic examina¬ 
tion” of the clos¬ 
ing hours for bars and 
restaurants downtown, 
use tax incentives to 
encourage mixed use 
and mixed affordability 
in new developments. 


Halifax is facing new prob¬ 
lems of gun crimes related to 
the drug trade and new crimes 
driven by social media. 

Clairmont also noted 
gender-based violence, which 
includes sexual assault and 
domestic violence, has not 


seen a similar dechne. 

“Most hterature I’ve looked 
at doesn’t think that they’re 
going to get at this subculture 
through more law,” he said. 
“It’s more a question of people 
standing up ... exploring areas 
where male dominance is 
more subtle.” 

Several councillors ap¬ 
plauded the report’s empha¬ 
sis on social programs and 
partnerships to fight crime 
through proactive measures. 

“Do we want to act ... to 
provide leadership to our fed¬ 
eral and provincial partners 
and non-profits ... and encour¬ 
age these programs that lead 
to that social cohesion,” chal¬ 
lenged Coun. Waye Mason, 
who amended the motion to 
require a twice-yearly staff 
report on the recommenda¬ 
tions. 

Council also approved a 
recommendation to have the 
Public Safety Office (created 
as a result of the last report) 
moved out of the police de¬ 
partment in order to broaden 
its scope. 

City staff will study the 
remaining focus areas and 
recommendations and report 
back to council with imple¬ 
mentation plans.

BP Canada is aiming to have an 
exploration well in deep wat¬ 
ers off the coast of Nova Sco¬ 
tia by 2017 if offshore seismic 
work goes well, the company’s 
president said Tuesday 

Stephen Wilhs spoke after 
touring a seismic vessel in Hah- 
fax that is preparing to steam 
to the company’s holdings 
about 300 kilometres south¬ 
east of the city on the Scotian 
shelf 

Wilhs toured the seismic 
vessel Western Neptune with 
Premier Stephen McNeil. 
Company spokeswoman Anita 
Peny says up to nine vessels 
expect to begin work within a 
week. 

Wilhs said after seismic in¬ 
formation is gathered, years 
of work he ahead before Nova 
Scotia would see an explora¬ 
tion well. 

“We have exploration ac¬ 
tivities worldwide.... We hope 
to add a Nova Scotia well into 
that portfoho should we see 
positive results from the seis-

mic survey this year, in 2017 or 
thereabouts,” he said.

McNeil said the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment will spend $12 mil- 
hon over the next four years 
on the data.

The Canada-Nova Scotia 
Offshore Petroleum Board re¬ 
cently invited calls for explora¬ 
tion bids on the Laurentian 
sub-basin properties, a region 
in the Cabot Strait that is about 
340 kilometres southwest of 
St. John’s, N.L. 

Younger said bidding will 


close on Oct. 30 and he expects 
existing research will help at¬ 
tract interest. 

“We’re hearing interest 
from companies all over the 
world who are very closely 
looking at that opportunity,” 
said Younger. 

He said the data was col¬ 


lected years ago, but consult¬ 
ants are taking a look at it 
again. 

“There’s much better 
ways to reprocess data that 
was collected years ago and 
better understand it. They’re 
looking for the age of rock, 
the type of rock formations. 


and the presence of certain 
salts that can give you an 
indication of whether it’s 
gas or oil,” he said.

As well, the government 
says there could be new dis¬ 
posal bans on packaging, paper, 
compact fluorescent light bulbs 
and batteries.

The Nova Scotia government 
has approved the participation 
of three companies in a pilot 
program to test and evaluate 
Segway use on the province’s 
streets and sidewalks. 

The successful participants 
are Segway Nova Scotia in Hali¬ 
fax, McGinley’s Yard and Gar¬ 
den Equipment Inc. in Truro, 
and Ghester Marine Services 
Ltd. of Ghester. 

The Transportation Depart¬ 
ment says appfications can still 
be submitted to participate for 
the remainder of the pilot per¬ 


iod, which ends in 2016. 

Under the pilot program, 
Segways won’t be allowed to 
operate at speeds faster than 20 
kilometres an hour or travel on 
roads with a speed limit higher 
than 60 kilometres an hour. 

Following the pilot’s conclu¬ 
sion, the department will de¬ 
termine if amendments will be 
made to the Motor Vehicle Act 
to permanently allow Segway 
use in the province.

Cyberbullying. Victim’s 
mother worries bill could 
harm privacy rights 


Bill C-32. Ombudsman 
urges Tories to strengthen 
bin of rights for victims 


The mother of a B.C. teen who 
took her own life after she 
was sexually exploited online 
says a proposed crackdown on 
cyberbullying goes too far. 

Carol Todd, whose daugh¬ 
ter Amanda died by suicide 
in 2012, said Tuesday that she 
believes portions of Bill C-13 
that could trample privacy 
rights should be removed 
from the legislation. 

“We should not have to 
choose between our privacy 
and our safety,” Todd told a 
House of Commons commit¬ 
tee that’s studying the legisla¬ 
tion. 

“We should not have to 
sacrifice our children’s pri¬ 
vacy rights to make them safe 
from cyberbullying, ‘sextor- 
tion’ and revenge pornog¬ 
raphy.” 

But Glenford Canning, 
the father of another prom¬ 
inent cyberbullying victim, 
Rehtaeh Parsons, told the 
committee the bill should be 
passed regardless of concerns 
about private information. 

“ft seems so out of place to

complain about privacy while 
our children openly terrorize 
each other to death for Tikes’ 
on Facebook,” Canning said. 

Both parents were part of a 
panel of victims and victims’ 
families who appeared Tues¬ 
day before the Commons jus¬ 
tice committee. 

NDP MP Francoise Boivin 
sided with Todd, saying she’s 
worried the entire law could 
be rendered useless if it faced 
a successful court challenge 
over privacy concerns.

The federal ombudsman for 
crime victims wants the Harper 
government’s proposed victims 
bill of rights strengthened. 

Sue O’SuUivan says the 
present legislation. Bill C-32, is 
welcome, but a few weU-chosen 
amendments before it becomes 
law would do more to help 
people affected by crime. 

“The introduction of a vic¬ 
tims bill of rights marks a sig¬ 
nificant cultural shift in Canada 
towards a system that recogniz¬ 
es the important role that vic¬ 
tims have to play and that more 
fuUy considers and integrates 
victims into Canada’s criminal 
justice system,” O’SuUivan said. 

“That being said, the 
bUl faUs to ftiUy address the 
breadth and depth of victims’ 
needs and concerns. As the biU 
moves through the parUament- 
aiy process, I wiU be pushing 
for further change to strength¬ 
en the bUl and I encourage all 
Canadians to do the same.” 

Her office had presented a 
sheaf of suggestions for inclu¬ 
sion in the legislation. 

“When you look at some of 



the recommendations, we had 
almost 30 recommendations 
and 1 would say just about half 
were met either in whole or 
partially, but we still have work 
to do.” 

For instance, the bUl leaves 
it to victims to enforce restitu¬ 
tion orders against wrongdoers. 

O’Sullivan argued that resti¬ 
tution orders are part of a crim¬ 
inal’s sentence and should be 
enforced by the authorities, not 
by victims going to civil court.

Quebec train 
disaster. Appearing in 
makeshift courtroom 
in Lac-Megantic, three 
accused men posted 
bail and were released 


Three men arrested in the 
Lac-Megantic train disaster 
were released Tuesday after 
being arraigned on 47 char¬ 
ges of criminal negligence 
causing death. 

Thomas Harding, Jean 
Demaitre and Richard Labrie 
each had to post $15,000 bail 
after appearing in a make¬ 
shift courtroom in Lac-Me¬ 
gantic. 

They were then freed on 
various conditions pend¬ 
ing their next court appear¬ 
ance on Sept. 11. They can’t 
change their address and 
can’t work in the rail indus- 
tiy without proper super¬ 
vision. 

Forty-seven people were 
killed after a runaway train 
carrying crude oil derailed 


in Lac-Megantic in the wee 
hours of last July 6 before it 
exploded. 

Harding had completed 
his shift as the train’s engin¬ 
eer earlier that evening and 
left the train unattended to 
sleep at a local inn. 

The Crown has identified 
Labrie, 55, as the railway 
traffic controller and De¬ 
maitre, 50, as the manager of 
train operations. 

The insolvent Montreal, 
Maine and Atlantic Railway 
faces the same criminal char¬ 
ges. 

Earlier on Tuesday, Har¬ 
ding’s lawyer blasted as 
“brutal” the manner in which 
they stormed into his client’s 
residence to arrest him. 

“ft was the kind of arrest 
you would do for some heav¬ 
ily armed Hells Angel,” said 
Thomas Walsh. “Basically, 
the whole SWAT squad was 
there to arrest one guy who 
has been living in the same 
place since this tragedy hap¬ 
pened ... They are just kill¬ 
ing a mouse with a cannon,” 
Walsh said.

The Conservatives have used 
their majority muscle in the 
House of Commons to pass a 
controversial bill that makes 
sweeping changes to election 
laws. 

Bill C-23, dubbed the Fair 
Elections Act, passed by a 
vote of 146 to 123. 

The bill was virtually 
universally panned by elec¬ 
toral experts when it was 
first introduced and it has 
been a controversial piece of 
legislation. 

The Harper government 
modified or removed some of 
the most contentious provi¬ 
sions — including backing 
down on plans to eliminate 
vouching, muzzle the chief 
electoral officer and create 
a loophole that would allow 
rich, established parties to 
spend untold millions more 
during election campaigns. 

But the changes weren’t 
enough to mollify opposition 
parties. The bill now moves 
to the Conservative-dominat¬ 
ed Senate for approval.

Endangered. Alberta to 
sell mountain caribou 
habitat to energy industry 


The Alberta government is 
planning to sell off crucial cari¬ 
bou habitat to the energy in- 
dustiy just days after a federal 
scientific panel said the herds 
were in immediate danger of 
vanishing completely. 

Starting Wednesday, Al¬ 
berta Energy is to auction off 
1,700 hectares of land north of 
Grande Cache — home to the 
remaining members of several 
herds of mountain caribou. 

A federal scientific panel 
ruled earlier this month that 
those herds should be as¬ 
sessed as endangered, the 
highest level of threat avail¬ 
able under Canadian law, 
because their numbers have 
tumbled by about 60 per cent 
over the last decade. 

“Most of it’s industrial dis¬ 
turbance,” said Justina Ray, 
one of the biologists who 
completed the assessment for 
Environment Canada’s Com¬ 
mittee on the Status of Endan¬ 
gered Wildlife in Canada. 

About 1,200 hectares on 
the block is on the range of 
the 78-animal Narraway herd.

Museum seeks local help with

The Royal Ontario Museum 
is seeking local help before it 
decides whether it wiU handle 
a second blue whale carcass in 
western Newfoundland. 

Mark Engstrom, deputy 
director of collections and re¬ 
search for the museum, says 
he’ll decide in the next day or 
two whether work on dead 
whale in Rocky Harbour will go 
ahead. 

“We’re stiU reviewing fi¬ 


nances and we’re seeing if 
we can get any local assist¬ 
ance with the Rocky Harbour 
whale,” Engstrom said Tuesday. 

His team was also packing 
the last of the bones from the 
23-metre female whale that wiU 
be trucked to Trenton, Ont., 
where Research Casting Inter¬ 
national, which specializes in 
museum displays, will help fur¬ 
ther handle the remains. 

Those specimens wiU later 


become accessible to scientists 
as part of the ROM’s collection. 
The skeleton may also be as¬ 
sembled for display if funds are 
available. 

Engstrom had hoped to 
handle both whales after local 
ofiicials asked for help dealing 
with the rotting carcasses out 
of concerns they could harm 
business in a tourism zone. But 
he said imexpected costs have

Ukraine skeptical about 
plan pushed by Germany

Germany’s foreign minister 
tried to broker quick talks 
between Ukraine’s central 
government and pro-Russia 
separatists. However, Ukraine 
remained skeptical Tuesday 
as fighting claimed six more 
lives in the restive east. 

Six Ukrainian servicemen 
were ambushed and killed 
and eight others wounded 
Tuesday afternoon outside the 
town of Rramatorsk, which is 
in the Donetsk region, one of 
two in eastern Ukraine that 
declared independence on 
Monday. They were attacked 
by at least 30 insurgents 
using grenade launchers and 
automatic weapons. 

The plan laid out by the 
Organization for Security and 
Go-operation in Europe, a 
trans-Atlantic security group, 
calls on all sides to refrain 
from violence and urges am¬ 
nesty for those involved in 
the unrest as well as talks 
on decentralization and the 
status of the Russian lan¬ 
guage. 

But Ukrainian ofihcials 
sounded skeptical Tuesday 
about the OSGE plan. Speak¬ 
ing in Brussels, acting Prime 
Minister Arseniy Yatsenyuk 


thanked the OSGE but said 
Ukraine has drawn up its own 
“road map” for ending the 
crisis and noted the people of 
his country should settle the 
issue themselves. 

Russia, meanwhile, called 
Tuesday for a swift imple¬ 
mentation of the OSGE plan, 
saying its demand to end vio¬ 
lence means that Kyiv should 
stop its militaiy operation 
to recapture buildings in the 
east, lift its blockade of cit¬ 


ies and towns, pull its forces 
from eastern regions and re¬ 
lease all insurgents. It added 
that it expects separatists in 
Ukraine’s Donetsk and Lu- 
hansk regions to respond in 
kind if Kyiv does. 

Yevhen Perebiynis, spokes¬ 
man for the Ukrainian for¬ 
eign ministiy, lamented Tues¬ 
day that the OSGE deal does 
not specifically oblige Russia 
to do anything.

Protesters demand fat 
control therapy for all 


Weight pain. Minister 
of health draws a 
hard line in his refusal 
to fund life-saving 
treatment for obesity

Criticism of the Ministiy of 
Health reached a new level this 
week as two more advocacy 
groups joined calls for the min¬ 
istiy to begin funding an effect¬ 
ive anti-obesity treatment that 
has been commercially avail¬ 
able for more than a decade. 

Healthy Weight Canada and 
End Obesity Now say that the 
ministiy is denying Canadians 
access to what they consider a 
life-saving treatment. 

Canada continues to deny 
health care coverage for Zapo- 
nectin, an injectable hormone 
therapy that controls appe¬ 
tite, boosts metabolism and 


promotes weight loss. It also 
protects against glucose intoler¬ 
ance and insuhn resistance — 
two conditions that are precur¬ 
sors to adult-onset diabetes. 

Cost for the initial and fol¬ 
low-up treatments can reach 
over $250,000 — an amount 
out of reach for many of the pa¬ 
tients who need it most. 

Over the years, the ministiy 
has argued Zaponectin is a non- 
essential treatment, falling into 
the alternative therapy and cos¬ 
metic categoiy. 

“Obesity is a lifestyle 
choice,” said Marcus Aarles, 
minister of health and long¬ 
term care for the ruling Newer 
Democratic Party. 

Aarles has repeatedly come 
under criticism for the hard 
line he has taken in refusing to 
fund the treatment, especially 
when, earlier this year. The 
American Repubhc agreed to 
add Zaponectin as an approved 
and funded medical treatment. 

The drug first appeared on 
the market in 2053 and was 
immediately adopted by the

wealthy as a way to maintain 
svelte physiques. The treat¬ 
ment stimulates the produc¬ 
tion of adiponectin, a hormone 
secreted from fat cells. In an 
individual of healthy weight, 
adiponectin stimulates metab¬ 
olism, protects against cellular 
damage and controls appetite. 
However, as a person becomes 
obese, their body stops produ¬ 
cing the hormone. 

“It is not the duty of the gov¬ 
ernment to fund treatments 
that help people look better in 
bikinis,” Aarles said at the time. 

“It’s terrifying that the 
man making important deci¬ 
sions about our health care 
has such a prejudiced view of 


those suffering from obesity,” 
said Anne Pechlof, director of 
End Obesity Now, a group that 
works to promote healthy body 
weight through gene and hor¬ 
mone therapy. 

On Tuesday, Pechlof led a 
group of more than 100 pro¬ 
testers to Parhament HiU, de¬ 
manding that the government 
immediately begin funding 
Zaponectin. “In 2064, it’s a dis¬ 
grace that people are dying of 
tum-of-the-centuiy ailments 
hke cardiovascular disease and 
diabetes. The Newer Democrat¬ 
ic Party government doesn’t 
take a long-term view with this 
treatment,” said Pechlof 

“If more people had ac¬ 



cess to 
Zaponec¬ 
tin, we 
would 
elimin¬ 
ate the 
need to 
treat obes¬ 
ity-related 
ailments.” 

Aarles, 
however 
maintains 
the respon¬ 
sibility for one’s 
health lies with the 
individual. “Time 
and again, we see that 
a healthy diet and exer¬ 
cise are aU that’s needed to 
avoid many of these diseases. 
The government refuses to 
burden the taxpayer with the 
mistakes of people who have 
no self-control.” 

“We aren’t asking for this 
to look good,” said Pechlof at 
the rally. “We are asking for 
this to even the playing field be¬ 
tween rich and poor. Not only 
are those who can’t afford this

Ford found. Former Toronto mayor 
resurfaces after half a century in hiding 


Former Toronto mayor Rob 
Ford came out of hiding Tues¬ 
day, a half centuiy after he 
disappeared amid the biggest 
scandal of that era. 

In 2014, Ford left Toronto 
in the middle of his re-election 
campaign to seek help for his 
drug and alcohol use after he 
was caught on numerous vid¬ 
eos making derogatoiy com¬ 
ments about women and min¬ 
orities. 

Ford did not return by elec¬ 
tion day. As time went by, his 
brother, Coun. Doug Ford, con¬ 
tinued to refuse to identify^ the 
rehab facility Ford was at for 
treatment, and theories about 
his whereabouts multiplied. 

In late 2016, the media 
frenzy over Ford’s whereabouts 
reached a fever pitch over a sus¬ 
pected Ford sighting in the On¬ 


tario wildemess, but it turned 
out to be a balding bear. 

Today, “Ford Truthers” con¬ 
tinue to promote the idea that 
Ford’s candidacy was a left- 
wing conspiracy engineered to 
make conservatives look bad 
and claim that Rob Ford — and 
in fact the whole Ford family— 
were only ever actors. 

In the age of blanket surveil¬ 
lance, most observers conclud¬ 
ed that with no reputable sight¬ 
ing of him in all these years, he 
must have died. 

However Ford, alive, well 
and remarkably fit for a 
97-year-old, shocked eveiy- 
one Tuesday when he called 
an unexpected press confer¬ 
ence. He revealed that he’s 
been at a yoga retreat on a 
remote island off B.C. for the 
last five decades, one of the 


few places the electronic eyes 
of the government and the 
press neglected to watch. 

“Namaste, maggots,” he 
said, in his first media scrum in 
50 years. “Yoga is amazing. It 
reminds me of football camp. 
Kind of like the Washington 
Redskins camp I went to as a 
kid.” 

Following a period of med¬ 
ically supervised detox back 
in 2014, Ford turned to yoga 
therapy to work through his 
mental health issues. After 
finding he was no longer 
angiy with his political op¬ 
ponents, he had no desire to 
return to politics, he said. 

“I’ve been working out 
like an animal,” he said. 
“Those yogi, they really work 
at their downward dogs.”

Bijral, it could be the end to a 
promising career that never 
was. But for hockey fans in 
Regina, still starving for their 
first Stanley Cup 23 years after 
the club’s inception in 2041, 
hope is not lost. Lane said he’s 
confident any decision the 
committee reaches is unlikely 
to roll against the yoimg left 
winger, although he didn’t 
rule out the league ordering 
a capacity valve be installed 
in Bijral’s lungs to limit their 
breathing advantage.

People shoiild have some say 
over the results that pop up 
when they conduct a vanity 
search online, Europe’s highest 
court said Tuesday 

In a landmark decision, The 
Court of Justice of the European 
Union said Google must listen 
and sometimes comply when 
individuals ask the Internet 
search giant to remove links to 
newspaper articles or websites 
containing personal informa¬ 
tion. 

Campaigners say the ruling 
effectively backs individual pri¬ 
vacy rights over the freedom of 
information. 

In an advisoiy judgment 
stemming from a lawsuit 
against Google that will affect 
all search engines, including 
Yahoo and Microsoft’s Bing, the 
court said a search on a person’s 
name yields a results page that 
amoimts to an individual pro¬ 
file, one that a person has some 
right to control over under Euro¬ 
pean privacy laws. As such, the 
court said people should be able 
to ask to have links to private 
information removed. That’s 


true even when a non-Google 
website is stiU hosting the infor¬ 
mation. 

In the ruling, the court said 
people “may address such a re 
quest directly to the operator of 
the search engine... which must 
then duly examine its merits.” 
In addition, it said search en¬ 
gines must weigh “the legitim¬ 
ate interest of Internet users 
potentially interested in hav¬ 
ing access to that information” 
against the right to privacy and 
protection of personal data. 

When an agreement can’t 
be reached, the Luxembourg- 
based court said the matter can 
be referred to a local judge or 
regulator. 

The decision came as a sur¬ 
prise since it went coimter to 
the advice the court received 
from its own top lawyer last 
year. The European court be 
came involved after a Spanish 
appeals court asked for its opin¬ 
ion in 200 pending cases. Initial¬ 
ly billed as a test of “the right 
to be forgotten,” the impact of 
Tuesday’s wider ruling could be 
far and wide, the associated press

Technology does not 
exist yet, but diplomats

Diplomats urged the adoption 
of new international laws Tues¬ 
day that could govern or out¬ 
right forbid the use of killer ro¬ 
bots if the technology becomes 
reahty someday. 

At the first United Nations 
meeting devoted to the subject, 
representatives began tiying to 
define the limits and respon¬ 
sibilities of so-caUed lethal au¬ 
tonomous weapons systems 
that could go beyond human- 
directed drones already being 
used by some armies today. 

“AU too often international 
law only responds to atrocities 
and suffering once it has hap¬ 
pened,” Michael Moeller, act¬ 


ing head of the UN’s European 
headquarters in Geneva, told 
diplomats at the start of the 
four-day gathering. “You have 
the opportunity to take pre¬ 
emptive action and ensure that 
the ultimate decision to end life 


remains firmly rmder human 
control.” 

He noted that the UN treaty 
they were meeting to discuss 
— the Gonvention on Gertain 
Gonventional Weapons adopt¬ 
ed by 117 nations including the 


world’s major powers — was 
used before to prohibit the use 
of blinding laser weapons in 
the 1990s before they were ever 
deployed on the battlefield, and 
this “serves as an example.”

Given the number of 
sports movies that have been 
released in the last 30 years, 
apparently audiences also 
get a bang out of watching 
films about baseball. 

This weekend, Jon Hamm 
stars in a new ball picture. 
Million Dollar Arm. The Mad 
Men star plays real-life sports 
agent J.B. Bernstein who re¬ 
cruited Indian cricket play¬ 
ers Rinku Singh and Dinesh 
Patel for the Pittsburgh Pir¬ 
ates. 

It’s an unconventional 
baseball movie, but there 
seems to be something about 
the sport that lends itself to 
fantastic stories and fables. 

Roger Ebert called Field of 
Dreams, “a religious picture,” 
then added, “but the religion 
is baseball.” In this 1989 hit 
Kevin Costner plays an Iowa 
corn farmer who hears a 
mysterious voice. “If you 
build it, he will come.” The 
“it” is a baseball diamond 
and the “he” is Shoeless Joe 
Jackson, the legendary out¬ 
fielder for the disgraced 1919 
Chicago White Sox. 

The movie uses a baseball 
theme as a backdrop for a 
story about following your 
dreams, believing in the im¬ 
possible and the idea that 
baseball was “a symbol of all 
that was once good in Amer¬ 
ica.” 

The film struck a chord 
with audiences and tour¬ 
ists alike. Since its release, 
the field built for the film 
in Dubuque County, Iowa 
has attracted hundreds of 
thousands of people, and 
spawned new restaurants, 
shops, a hotel, all in a town 
of only 4,000 people. 

Robert Redford’s film The 
Natural looks to Arthurian 
legends for its story. Redford 
plays Roy Hobbs, a young 


pitcher with natural abil¬ 
ity. Cut down in his prime 
by a tragic accident, he 
disappears, only to return 
many years later to become 
a star at an age when most 
players are hanging up their 
gloves.

It’s all coming down to the final 
30 days. 

Brazil had seven years to 
get ready for the World Cup, 
but it enters the final month of 
preparations with a lot yet to be 
done. 

Three stadiums are still 
imder construction, some 
of the temporaiy structures 
needed for matches are de¬ 


layed and it remains unclear 
if aU cities will have time 
to organize the mandatory 
fanfests. 

It’s already known that not 
all infrastructure will be com¬ 
pleted no matter how much 
organizers rush before the 
June 12 opener. The govern¬ 
ment acknowledges that com¬ 
munications inside stadiums 
won’t be perfect, unfinished 
airports remain a concern and 
there are widespread threats of 
violent protests by Brazilians 
complaining about the billions 
of dollars spent to organize the 
tournament. 


Brazilian oflBcials guarantee 
everything will be fine. FIFA re¬ 
mains concerned. 

“Eveiything will be in place 
for the World Cup in Brazil to be 
a success,” Brazilian President 
Dilma Rousseflf said Tuesday. 
“The stadiums wiU be ready, 
the airports will be ready, we 
are guaranteeing public safety.” 

Jerome Valcke, secretaiy 
general for soccer’s governing 
body, says there’s no time to 
waste. 

“I would not say it’s not 
ready, but it’s not finished,” he 
said recently.

The Toyota Camry is North 
America’s top-selling passen¬ 
ger car by volume, and it’s 
not hard to see why. It hits 
a combination of roominess, 
performance, and price that 
buyers look for in the midsize 
sedan segment. 

The Camry comes with a 
2.5-litre four-cylinder engine, 
making 178 horsepower, 
starting at $23,750 (MSRP) 
and moving through three 
trim lines to a high of $30,560. 
1 drove the optional 3.5-litre 
V6 engine, which makes 268 
horsepower. It comes in two 
trim levels; my SE V6 tester, 
starting at $29,810, and the 
XLE V6 at $33,625. 

Although slightly less 
fuel-efticient than some of 
its V6-equipped competitors, 
the Camry delivers linear ac¬ 
celeration, plenty of passing 
power at highway speeds, 
and smooth shifts from its 
six-speed automatic transmis¬ 


sion. 

The steering is light and 
the car is easy to manoeuvre; 
overall, it’s a pleasant car to 
drive. It’s also quiet, with 
a smooth ride that handles 
bumps quite well. 

The exterior styling is a bit 
dull, but the interior is hand¬ 
some, with controls that are 
easy to reach and use. There’s 
lots of small-item space, in¬ 
cluding a covered cubby in 
the centre stack that hides 
the USB port and charging 
outlet, so you can plug in 


your devices and keep them 
away from prying eyes. 

Eveiy trim line includes 
a backup camera, Bluetooth 
wireless streaming, cruise 
control and heated mirrors, 
and everything except the 
base four-cylinder LE model 
comes with a navigation sys¬ 
tem, satellite radio, garage 
door opener, power driver’s 
seat, and fog lamps. My tester 
included a premium package 
that adds leather heated seats 
and suede-like upholsteiy, 
and a blind spot monitoring 


system that warns if another 
vehicle is alongside when 
you’re changing lanes. 

The seats are comfortable 
and supportive, and there’s 
good legroom in the back. 
The rear chairs fold down 
to open a pass-through from 
the trunk, but they don’t fall 
completely flat. 

Stayed tuned for 2015; The 
Camry will keep its engines 
and basic platform, but will 
sport completely new styling 
that will be bolder than what 
you’ve seen before.

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How should fuel 
consumption be 
measured now? 



Bye-bye, miles per 
gallon. Gas-based 
measures are losing 
relevance in a world of 
alternative fuels, and 
may not be accurate

Miles per gallon (MPG), and 
its eccentric metric cousin, 
“litres per 100 km,” were de¬ 
signed primarily to measure 
gasoline consumption. 

But now that we’re using 
other sources of energy, like 
diesel, ethanol blends, nat¬ 
ural gas, and electricity, these 
gasoline-derived terms have 
lost some of their relevancy, 
and will continue to do so. 

They will continue to hang 
around, however, because 
like this crazy, creeping vine 
we have in the backyard, they 
have a substantial root struc¬ 
ture. As such, they have be¬ 
come the reference point. 

Take for example, what 
the U.S. Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency (EPA) came 
up with, to help custom¬ 
ers understand electric car 
“fuel efficiency” — some¬ 
thing called miles per gal¬ 
lon equivalent, or MPGe for 
short. 

The EPA’s formula for 
establishing this says 33.7 
kilowatt-hours of electricity 
are equivalent to one (US) 
gallon of gasoline. The for¬ 
mula can be transferred to 
metric, to get Le/100 km. 
The Ganadian Nissan Leaf, for 
example, is rated at 1.9/2.3 
Le/100 km (city/highway). 

Does that work for you? It 
doesn’t work for me. 

It certainly feels like it’s 
stretching the descriptive 
powers of MPG and L/lOO km. 

It’s like putting a small 
T-shirt on a standard schnau- 
zer: It does the job, yes, but 
it’s tight and the schnauzer is 
not happy. 

MPG and L/lOO km are 
even having a hard time with 
the gasoline thing. Many 
consumers these days com¬ 
plain that their real-world 
fuel efficiencies rarely match 


those advertised by the auto¬ 
makers. 

Natural Resources Ganada 
is addressing some of this. 
The ministry demands that 
manufacturers adhere to new 
and expanded fuel-testing 
protocols starting with 2015 
model-year vehicles. Unlike 
previously, the vehicles will 
also go through cold cycles, 
air-conditioning cycles, high¬ 
speed cycles, and quick accel¬ 
eration cycles. 

But confusing things on the 
mileage front is all the etha¬ 
nol the petroleum companies 
are putting in our gasohne. 
Each province determines if 
it wants renewable content in 
its transportation fuel and at 
what percentage, but the fuel 
companies are federally regu¬ 
lated to have at least five per 
cent average national ethanol 
content in their fuels. 

They’re apt to put more in, 
because ethanol is cheaper 
than gasoline. 

Ethanol may be cleaner, 
but it has less energy per 
volume, so fuel economy suf¬ 
fers. The signs at the pumps 
in Ontario usually say some¬ 
thing like, “May contain 
up to 10 per cent ethanol.” 
Translation: Gonsumers 

have no way of knowing 
how much ethanol is in their 
tanks. (FYI, diesel contains 
more energy per volume 
than gasoline.) 

Maybe one day we’ll have 
an energy detector on our 
“transportation device” to 
determine exactly how much 
energy we have on board, 
regardless of its type, form, 
or volume, and that energy 
could be expressed in a new 
universal energy measure¬ 
ment which would make 
sense to everyone on the 
planet, regardless of faculty 
in science matters. 

Until then, 1 guess we need 
to embrace the mysteiy, and 
continue to realize that our 
driving habits and lifestyles 
are still some of the biggest 
determinants of transporta¬ 
tion fuel use. 

On that note, 1 am very 
proud of how much fuel 1 
saved of late by adopting a 
more conservative accelera¬ 
tion approach — 1 think it 
translates to about 18 fur¬ 
longs to the quart, give or 
take.

Inspired by the world water- 
speed record-breaking ex¬ 
ploits of Sir Malcolm Camp¬ 
bell, the new collection of 
convertibles showcase the 
levels of craftsmanship and 
attention to detail that set 
Rolls-Royce apart from all 
other companies in the lux¬ 
ury car market. 

The Rolls-Royce Phantom 
Drophead Coupe Water- 
speed Collection is a special 
bespoke series that will only 
ever run to 35 examples, 
each of which will be fin¬ 
ished in a special Maggiore 
Blue. 

It’s a colour developed 
to pay homage to the Blue¬ 
bird K3, Campbell’s famous 
Rolls-Royce powered water¬ 
craft that on September 2, 
1937 hit a top speed of 129.5 
mph (208.41 km/h) across 
Lake Maggiore on the Ital- 
ian-Swiss border. The run 
set a new world waterspeed 
record. 

And with the Waterspeed 
Collection, Rolls-Royce 
looks like it’s trying to set 
records, too. The Maggiore 
Blue paint is applied in nine 
layers and then is sanded 
back by hand to ensure a 
perfect surface to receive 
the finishing lacquered coat. 

But it doesn’t stop there, 
as the company’s master 
coachline painter (what U.S. 
customers would call a pin- 
striper) then spends four 
hours adding coachlines 
and Bluebird motifs. 


The Phantom Drophead 
usually comes with a teak 
decking cover that raises to 
receive the roof when the 
top is down, but this has 
been replaced, for the first 
time, by brushed steel. 

However, each panel of 
this steel is hand beaten 
into shape, a task that takes 
70 hours, then the brushed 
finish is also achieved by 
hand, adding a further 10 
hours on to the process. 

Inside, the doors feature 
hand engraving and there 
is prodigious use of Abachi 
wood. Chosen for its spe¬ 
cial qualities — it’s cool to 
the touch and has a satin¬ 
like finish - it is the first 
time the material has ever 
featured in a factory-built 
Rolls-Royce. 

As a finishing touch, 
there’s a hand-embroid¬ 
ered panel on the glovebox 
which lists all of the rec¬ 
ords Campbell achieved at 
Lake Maggiore and Coniston 
Water. 

“This very special motor 
car serves to pay a perfect 
homage to my grandfather’s 
remarkable acts of British 
daring and endeavour,” said 
Donald Wales, grandson of 
Sir Malcolm Campbell. “The 
extraordinary attention to 
detail and commitment to 
engineering excellence so 
evident in these motor cars 
perfectly echoes the lengths 
my grandfather and his col¬ 
leagues went to in their 
pursuit of the waterspeed 
records.” 

The car was revealed in 
Chelsea, London, on Tues¬ 
day in front of an exclusive 
audience of invited guests 
and will make its first pub¬ 
lic appearance at the Con- 
corso d’Eleganza at the Villa 
D’Este classic car show in 
Italy on May 23. afp
